Consequently the in- 
dividual has no interest in improving 
the methods of cultivating the land, 
and in fact does not cultivaie the 
tribal lands at all, even although he 
may have learnt quite up-to-date 
methods while working for Euro- 
peans.

Hiow satisfactorily such a system 
can function however, Mr. Muir 
showed by giving an actual examplo 
which came to his notice in Natal. 
An English family there, he said, 
had one native “bov” for-six months 
each year, and his brother for the 
other six months. They relieved oue 
another with absolute regularity, 
and their honesty was such tiat the 
white family never dreamed of lock- 
ing anything up.

ference. The zeal of the Ilnited 
States delegates to commit other na- 
tions to hich-sounding, if perhaps 
impracticable, affirmations regarding 
prohibition of the production and ust 
“t the drug regarded as praisec- 
worthy in its intention and is 
sidered quite comprehensible . fr 
the United States viewpoint 

But in Jugosiavia the traf 
frankly regarded as a not unmixed 
evil. for Jugoslavia is a producer not 
a consumer and as such it derives 
advantages. 

In South Serbia the opium fields 
represent a great source of wealth. 
One hectare of land sown with opium 
produces about 40,000 dinars cleaw 
income annually. The whole annua! 
crop of these parts in the last four 
years is from 30,000 to S6,000 kilo- 
grams of raw opium. Expressed ir 
terms of income from “export” this 
represenis a present value Lot! 
000,000 dinars, and if, as is expected 
production again reaches the 1912 
level it will represent a vaiue 
£ 1,000,000 or about 
at the present rate. 

For these reasons it is known here 
that the Jugoslav delegation has re- 
fused to. sign the conventfon of 
Geneva in 1923 limiting the produe- 
tion of opium. For the same reasons 
Mr. Nintehitch, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, has given instructions to the 
Jugoslav delegation in Geneva not to 
sign en this oceasion .a convention 
which would decrease Jugoslay ex- 
ports by a considerable sum.

How she came to think of em- 
| ploying fishbone in this unlikely way 
| was told by Miss Helen Rosher. 

“As I held in my hand one day a 
' pretty little codfish bone like a but- 
terfly, I thought that one ought to be 
able to make some use of it. So I 
began, and now I am able to use 
'every bone in the head for some- 
thing. The majority of the bones 
used are retained in their unéitural 
shapes. For instance, these (tittle 
storks are made of three naturally- 
shaped bones. But it was a long 
time before I could find the correct 
substance to put them together,” 

After being arranged in quaint, 
graceful shapes to form pendants, the 
‘bones are colored and shaded. On 
‘one pendant, shaded from blue at the 
‘edge to green toward the center, 
other bones formed a raised design 
like a butterfly which was shaded 
from purple to red. Until they are 
let into the secret people often make 
many unsuccessful guesses as to the

Government to Confer With 
Farmers on Increase 
of Cultivation 


LONDON, Jan. 20 (Special Cor- 
respondence)—The Minister of Agri- 
culture has lost no time in taking 
steps to frame a constructive farm- 
ing policy. A few weeks ago he 
announced that the Government in- 
tended to call a conference, repre- 
senting landowners, farmers, and 
farm workers, with a view to 


prosperity to the industry. It 
also stated that such a policy is 
expected to result in an inerease in 
the arable area of at least 1,000,000 
acres, 

The National Farmers’ Union, 
however, in reply to the official in- 
vitation, asked the Minister of Agri- 
culture whether or not the Govern- 
ment intended to grant subsidies for 
the encouragement of arable farm- 
ine. The Minister declined to give 
this information and a somewhat 
lencthy correspondence between the 
‘two parties followed. 

First to Diseuss Possibilities 

The National Farmers’ Union sug 
gested to the Minister of Agriculture 
that the possibilities of developing 
the agricultural industry along eco- 
nomic lines should first be discussed 
at the conference, and that the means 
whereby the arable area can be in- 
creased should be considered subse- 
quentiy. 

The headquarters staff of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Union made no se- 
eret of the fact that, in their opinion, 
the increase of 1,000,000 acres of 
arable land could only be secured by 
the payment of subsidies to farmers. 
They therefore considered the hold- 
ing of the conference a waste of time 
unless the Government were pre- 
pared to make this expenditure.

through the pressure of international public 
opinion when exerted through the League. 
Though not a producer of raw opium, Switzer- 
land has been one of the chief manufacturing 
centers of drugs derived from opium and coca 
leaves. It has been a very profitable business, 
requiring a high degree of skill, delicate ma- 
chinery and much experience. The leading 
manufactories are located in the free port area 
of Basel, whence shipments have been made to 
many parts of the world. 

But whatever may have been the reason, the 
fact remains that for twelve years Switzerland 
failed either to ratify the Hague Convention 
of 1912 in regard to the international control 
of the opium traffic, or to put on its statute 
books a modern law regulating the manufac- 
ture and sale of such drugs within its own bor- 
ders. These facts were suddenly called to the 
attention of the world at the session of the 
League's Assembly a vear ago last fall. An 
“nglish woman delegate call @ attention to the 
situation and the entire worla listened to what 
she said. 

Now Switzerland, being the seat of the 
League, is exceedingly proud of this organiza- 
tion and wishes it complete success. It also 
prides itself on being in the vanguard of social 
and humane progress. It was, therefore, under 
considerable embarrassment that the Swiss 
delegate arose tuo defend his country. After 
he 
promised action, and last October the Swiss 
national Legislature not only ratified the 
Hague Convention but adopted a new law to 
internally. As there 
was no appeal to a popular referendum before 
Jan. 5, this action is now final. 

How great effect this legislation may have 
on the opium traffic as a whole it is impossible 
to foretell, but it is a significant fact that so 
far the Swiss importations of raw opium have 
been greatly in excess of what seems a normal 
demand, being on an average forty-five grains 
per inhabitant, according to.Indian statistics, 
while the northern European countries have 
imported only about half that figure. Presuma- 
bly, as the Swiss themselves are not especially 
addicted to the’ drug habit, the bulk of these 
imports have been required by the manufac- 
turers of narcotics for export. In the Swiss 
Journal de Genéve, the Japanese have been 
accused of carrying on a similar business, and 
often the drugs imported by smugglers into the 
United States have been declared by raiding 
Officials to be of either Swiss or sepenere 
manufacture. 

At the current Opium Conference at Gieca. 
the attitude of the Swiss delegates has been 
the object of sharp criticism on the part of 
the Swiss press and of Swiss legislators. The 
Swiss officials have not so far backed up Ameri- 
can representatives, and one of their “expert” 
advisers was discovered to be associated with 
, a state of things 
that was denounced at Berne by the publisher 
of the Journal de Genéve. Now that the new 
Jaw has gone into effect, the same paper de- 
mands not only that it be strictly enforced, but 
that the Swiss delegates at Geneva be instructed 
anew to give their undivided support to Repre- 
sentative Porter and the American delegation. 

Several Swiss women’s organizations have 
taken the same attitude, and in general it mav

profiteering and the amassing of private fortunes out 
of the prosecution of war. 
And in the House, on Saturday last, Repre- 


sentative Royal C. Johnson of South Dakota, 
warmly praised the proposal of The Christian 
Science Monitor and called upon Congress to 
pass the Capper-Johnson bill, which is now 
before it, and in which the Monitor peace plan 
is substantially embodied. 

If the present short session does not afford 
opportunity for the enactment of effective legis- 
lation, the Senate resolution, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on the Judiciary, will 
furnish a basis for exhaustive consideration of 
the practicality of the policy proposed. The two 
bills favoring the plan, introduced in the last 
session, were handled indecisively by the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs of each house, but 
Senator King points out that the Judiciary 
Committee framed most of the war legislation 
in the late war and is, in his opinion, best 
equipped to consider the subject in view ‘of the 
broad and general questions of law which it in- 
volves. 

Accompanying the King resolution, and in- 
corporated with it in the Congressional Record, 
is a significant and convincing article advoc at- 
ing the plan written by Bernard M. Baruch, 
Chairman of the War Industries Board: from 
March, 1918, to January, 1919.

Gradu- 
ally, but none the less certainly, thinking people 
the world over have shaken themselves awake 
and have come to the réalization that war is 
the nightmare of an age of bad dreams. They 
not only refuse to visualize a war which, accord- 
ing to those who suggest it, will end only with 
the annihilation of the human race, but even 
those benign sporadic wars which are recom- 
mended, inferentially, as a specific which will 
overcome the ennui of prolonged peace. They 
prefer to allow the whole business of war-mak- 
ing to stop where it is.

The Outposts of a Nation | 


By J. D. WHELPLEY 


When Americans in Europe aré spoken of, the tourists 
quite naturally come first to thought, flitting, as they do, 
from hotel to hotel along’ the main lines of travel) in 
what appears to be an unending stream. The topic may, 
on the other hand, suggest the rich expatriate who is 
prominent in smart society and who may be the lessee 
of one of “the stately homes of England,” the chateaux 
of France, or the palaces of Italy. 

The real mainstay of American influence in Europe, 
however, is the inconspicuous army of patriotic Ameri- 
can citizens, voluntarily exiles from their native land, 
who represent American business interests in the coun- 
tries in which they live. They are compelled to make 
their homes among an alien people, and in doing so they 
constitute,-beyond question, the most permanent influ- 
ence in the present and future relations of the American 
to other nations. 

The important industrial or financial magnate comes 
to Europe with much heralding. and his whereabouts 
and doings from day to day are chronicled by the press 
with minute care. He himself would be the first to admit, 
however, that what he really accomplishes is due largely 
to the work of the permanent staffs in the foreign offices 
of the organization of which he is the head. 

> > > 

These men in minor positions are on the ground, they 
know and are friendly with the people among whom 
they live. They are familiar with conditions, with the 
customs and habits of the people, and all short cuts to 
desired ends. They may be there to sell goods, to keep 
the machinery of finance in motion, or to superintend 
manufacture; but in any one of these operations they 
have become a factor in the lives of a foreign people and 
are recognized as such by those among whom they dwell. 

They speak the language of those with whom they do 
business, they share the local problems of housing, mar- 


keting and taxpeying. Their social activities are closely | 


entwined with those of their neighbors, and 
never cease to be Americans and earnest advocates of 
American interests.

The American resident of Europe, deeply engaged in 
his work of advancing the interests of the firm he repre- 
sents, watches this ebb and flow of American travel with 
interest, and at times with envy. His own expenses are 
heavy, for he is always the host, the guide, philosopher 
and friend to his visiting fellow-countrymen. He invites 
them to his home, he tells them where to go, where to 
shop and what to see. He cashes their checks, lends them 
money and accepts a percentage of loss with more or less 
equanimity. Sometimes he is invited by the travelers tu 
a hotel dinner, in an attempt to discharge their obliga- 
tion, but they are always in his debt and in the aggregate 
it is a formidable account.

When one of the heads of a firm comes to Europe his 
foreign offices are aroused to intense activity. The hea 
has important business to transact. but in his many hours 
of leisure he commandeers the services of the local rep- 
resentative to show him about to places of amusement. 
aid him in buying clothes and trinkets, and often to amuse 
his “women folk” while he attends to other matters, 

The local representative is generally rewarded wit) 
a few kindly werds of praise, a lecture on the necessity 
of economy, and possibly a serious scolding over soine 
matter which has not pleased the home office. 

Fortunately, for the peace of mind of all concerned. 
these visits are not lengthy, and when the head is finally 
conducted to the boat train to,start on his journey home 
the staff of the foreign agency heaves a prodigious sigh o: 
relief and settles back into its more or less placid routine 
of work, with freedom to get on with the business in {ts 
own way, which is generally ope of profit to the share- 
holders in the United States. 

Life in Europe has certain effects upon these Ameri- 
cans who are permanent residents. As a rule, they main- 
tain a strong sentimental desire to return to their native 
os Their patriotism and affection never waver, but it 

as been the experience of many that so long as they sre 
engaged in active business they are more useful in the 
European field, once committed to it, than they would be 
in the United States. They make good homes for them. 
selves in these foreign lands, perhaps better than thev 
could have in the United States for the same money, and 
on the-whole they are happy. 

+ > + 

If there are children the situation is more compli- 
cated, for nearly all Americans long abroad are anxious 
to have their children educated in the United States and 
to have them live there during their formative vears. 
This is not always possible, and as a result in some cases 
the entire family returns to America, when the bread- 
winner would have been more than satisfied to stay 
where he was. The wives of these men are not so easi'v 
satisfied. They do not always fit into European society 
in a way they would like, and grow restless under the 
restrictions imposed. 

In London and Paris the so-called American colony 
is not so inclusive or so compact as it i# in the smaller 
European cities. There are American clubs and societies 
of all kinds everywhere, and in the smaller places these 
include every American within hail. In London and 
Paris, however, there are thousands of Americans who. 
for one reason or another, do not forgather with their 
fellow-countrymen. They may be too busy, not gregarious 
by nature, or they may have made their lives so com- 
pletely with the people of the country in which ¢hey live 
that they have no need for other and apparently more 
natural contacts. 

Whether gregarious or not, each American man or 
woman who lives in Europe is a culture point for Ameri- 
can interests. This applies especially to the men and 
women intrusted with American business interests 
abroad, who are almost without exception of Vast im- 
portance and service to that international patriotism 
which is, in its larger aspemts, no more or less than love 
of humanity, a sentiment which incltdes the lesser virtue

| The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Rome 


Rome, Feb. 3 
The expulsion of the Ggcumenical Patriarch from Con- 


stantinople is the cause of sharp criticism in the Itallan 
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press over the unjustifiable action of the Turkish Govern- 
ment. The Greek Minister in Rome, Mr. Karapanos,

The Minister of Communications, Signor Costanzo 
Ciano, has announced the welcome news that the deficit 
on the state railways will be wiped out during the cur- 
rent financial vear. In this way the Government redeems 
another of the pledges given to the Nation when it came 
into office in October, 1922. As was the case in all coun- 
tries, the war and its necessities entirely disorganized 
the Italian railway service, both technically and finan- 
cially. In 1921-1922 the drain on the national finances 
from this cause stood at 1,257,000,000 lire: two years 
later this deficit was reduced, but still stood at the high 
figure of 906,000,000 lire. 

Stringent economies, including a drastic reduction of 
staff and the lower cost and smaller consumption of coal, 
brought the figure down to 298,000,000 lire for the year 
1923-24. In 1921, when the deficit attained its maximum, 
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the State Railway Administration was employing 240,000 | 


their number now stands at 173,000. The regularity 
of the service, the reduction of loss from theft within 
normal limits, the improvement of the roliing stock, pro- 
vision for meeting the growing requirements of a rapidly 
expanding traffic, are all items ina satisfactory situation 
now noticeable.
